NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Stripping 
from New York's river murder its mys- 
teries, the police today bared a nest of} 
crime, fathered, they claim, by the Rev. 
Hans Schmidt, confessed slayer of Anna 
Aumulier, and his “‘pal,’’ Dr. Ernest A. 
Muret, dentist by. day, by night alleged 
counterfeiter. 

Muret is held on a. technical charge 
ef having in his possession a pistol, in 
violation of the law. He was arrested | 
early this morning after detectives 
ransacking Schmidt's apartments had 
uncovered evidence to show Schmidt 
was a counterfeiter. This evidence led 
them to a flat rented by a man under 
the name of George Miller, in which 
were found all esentials to the counter- 
feiter's craft. The jaintress o the build- 
tng, confronting Muret, greeted him as

Miller and Muret, unagvare of his im- 
pending apprehension, recognized her as 
the woman from whom he had rented 
the flat under his pseudonym. 
BETRAYED BY JAINTRESS. 
Schmidt and Muret, the jaintress said, 
and Muret admitted, had spent long 
hours together in’ the flat. They t@ld 


the renting agent they were medical 
students and wanted the flat as a place 
for experiments. The kitchen was fit- 
ted up as a dark room; a camera, a 
printing press, photographic supplies 
and other equipment handy to. counter- 
feiters was found there. 

But the police also found a bundle 
ef charred counterfeit bills under the 
kitehen sink and bits of many other such 
bills scattered through the four rooms. 

After detectives had arrested Muret 
they took into custody as a material 
witness Bertha Zech, the maid employed 
at his dental office. She protested she 
knew nothing of the crime of which 
her employer wag suspected. 

With Muret locked up detectives 
searched his office. There they found, 
in addition to such. equipment.as « 

} dentist uses in his profession, a re- 
volver and all kinds of obstetrical in- 
struments. The finding of these instru- 
tients, coupled with the fact that Mu- 
tet and Schmidt}had been crontes for 
some months, caused the detectives. to 
seek something which might directly 
connect the dentist with the murder of 
Anna Aumuller. i 

THEY LOOK ALIKE. 

4 strong physical resemblance be- 
tween Muret and Schmidt led the de- 
tectives to question the dentist as to 
his possible relationship to the priest. 
Muret claimed there was none. Inspector 
Faret, of the deteéctive bureau, said: 
“The foreheads, eyes, noses and ears 
are the same. If these two men are 
not brothers, they are closely re- 
lated.” 

Detectives believed the copper plate 
from which the spurfous bills were 
struck was made by an expert engraver. 
They sought such an expert today as 
wD accomplice. 

Schmidt’s pretensions to insanity, in 
Coroner Feinburg’s opinion, has been 
dealt a death blow by disclosure of his 
alleged counterfeiting operations. 
William Fiynn, chief of the 
¥ervice, today began an investigation of 
Bohmidt’s and Muret’s alleged counter- 
felting. 

When arraigned on the technical 
tharge of having a pistol in his posses- 
sion Muret was held in $5,000 bail.

DEPTHS OF VESUVIUS 


Party Descends 1,200 Feet 
Into Bowels of Volcano, a 
Record Descent 


(By Associated Press.) 

NAPLES, Sept. 16.—Depth of 1,200 feet 
was reached by Professor Malledra and 
his two companions in their recent descent 
of the crater of Vesuvius. This constitutes 
a record for such an enterprise, it is 
said. The party spent an hour in making 
scientific experiments on the brink of the 
gfreat funnel at the bottom of the crater. 
which they were able to sound to a depth 
of 200 feet. 

The unnel, which is 500 feet in diameter, 
was created by the sudden subsidence of 
the old crater floor last month. The ex- 
plorers found the inside of the funnel to 
be an enormous‘fiery cavern. They lost 
their thermometers, the steel ropes on 
which they were suspended becoming 
fused by the acids and terrific heat. How- 
ever, they had obtained a recognized 
temperature of 626 degrees fahrenheit be- 
fore the mishap occurred.

Councilman Ashley Still More 
Dissatisfied, and Will De- 
mand Costly Changes 


Councilman Claude L. Ashley, who 
announced after a visit to the crema- 
tory Monday morning that he would de- 
mand the installation of a different type 
of traveling crane before signing vouch- 
ers for the final payment on the plant, 
made another visit to the plant Tuesday 
morning and came away still more dis- 
satisfied. 

“The motors of the cranes burned out 
Saturday,” said he, “and had to. be re- 
wound. It was late Monday before they 
gct started again. Then, after they 
finally got started, one of the motors 
stopped again, and now they are operat- 
ing with only one crane. + Also, they've 
put smaller grab buckets. on the cranes, 
so that the quantity of garbage they 
convey is very much reduced. I told 
Mr.’ Canham, the Destructor company’s 
representative, that I was thoroughly 
disgusted. They've got to install a 
bridge crane .before:I'll ever sign a 
voucher ‘to pay them the balance of the 
purchase price.” 

The price the city agreed: to pay. 
after the crematory contract had gone 
to the supreme court, was $260,000. Of 
that amount $125,000 was to be paid at 
once, and was paid, and the balance of 
$125,000 was to be paid whenever the 
piant should’ demonstrate to the satis- 
faction of the mayor and council that it 
could fulfill its guarantee and. operate 
satisfactorily.

DECISION SAYS AUTO 
PAY VOID ON SUNDAY 


Court Rules That Bellisle Can't 
Collect for Hiring Automo- 
bile Sunday 


jlereafter when a man in Georgia rents 
an automobile on Sunday, for joy riding 
or any other purpose, it’s apt to be a 
matter of pay in advance; for the court 
of appeals has decided that the man who 


rents the automobile to him can’t col- 
lect. 
The Georgia law is that on Sunday 


no citizen may perform the work of his 
ordinary calling except in case of char- 
ity or necessity. 

The court, of appeals holds in a deci- 
sion handed down Tuesday, that A. L. 
Bell Isle, of Atlanta, being in the ordin- 
ary business of renting automobiles, 
cannot rent one on Sunday and make 
the renter pay for its use on that day. 
The case originated in a justice court 
suit by Bell Isle to make H. T. Jones pay 
the price for two automobiles used for 
Several hours of joy riding in and around 
Atlanta one Sunday. The case passed 
from the justice court to the superior 
court, where Judge George L. Bell de- 
cided in facor of Bell Isle. The court of 
appeals has reversed that judgment, 

The facts are shown to be that Jones 
engaged a car about 10 o’clock one Sat- 
urday night, and told it to wait. Short- 
ly after midnight (making it on Sunday) 
he returned with a party of friends and 
secured another automobile also, and 
in the two of them the revelers went 
“Joy riding,’ as the court of appeals 
expresses it. A’ day or so later Bell Isle 
asked Jones about the bill, and Jones 
promised to pay it. The appellate-court 
Says that even that promise did not 
bind Jones, for there had been no further 
consideration. The contract was per- 
formed wholly on Sunday, and because 
performing such contracts was the or- 
dinary business of Bell Isle, its perfor- 
mance was illegal and punishable as a 
violation of the state law. All that 
Bell Isle can collect, says the*court, is 
the rent on one automobile from 10 
o'clock Saturday night to midnight, that 
part of the work having been performed 
not on Sunday.

Growth of the Parcel Post 


Congressman Lewis, writing in the Baltimore 
Pyening Sun, presents an interesting analysis of the 
parcel post patronaage. Two-thirds of the post busi- 
ness, he says, is drawn “not from the express com- 
panies but from shippers who were debarred, by 
high rates and inadequate service, from using the 
express; at the same time, the post has made a 
handsome profit on business that the express com- 
panies were unable to handle except at a loss.” 

This explanation accounts for the fact that the 
earnings of the express companies have been no less, 
but probably more, since the parcel post was inau- 
gurated. The express traffic has grown, as has all 
other traffic, but the parcel post has grown prodig- 
fously by creating new incentives and opportunities 
for traffic; indeed, it has established a new medium 
of exchange between sellers and puyers and has 
thereby stimulated the entire country’s trade. 

The postal department did much to extend this 
particular field of the new service when it increased 
the weight limit of parcels from eleven to twenty

. ‘Tn the Raising of Cattle 

“The South's 
80 urgent as today. Many Western States have suf- 
fered severe drouths as a result of which there will 
be a shortge of corn and forage crops, followed un- 
doubtedly by a scarcity of beef ana a season of un- 
usually high prices. The ,problem of the country’s 
meat supply has’ been serious for several years past 
and from this time forward it will become contin- 
ually more so. It is the South’s peculiar oj rtunity 
to relieve. this ‘situation and in doing so upbuild its 
own interests. 

' ‘The West can no alee be depended upon to 
produce anything like enough beef for nearly a hun- 
dred million people. It is said, indeed, that the days 
of the great-ranches beyond the Mississippi are draw- 
ing to an end. The thousands of acres once devoted 
to this purpose are being turned to other uses. With- 
in the past decad’ the production of cattle in the 
West has steadily declined and indications are that 
within the next ten years the decline will be st*ll 
greater. Whtn to this tendency is added the cur- 
tailment of corn and pasturage resulting from the 
recent drouths, it is easy to see that the beef supply 
for the coming year will be exceptionally short. 

Experts on agriculture and animal industry de- 
clare. that the South’s natural resources for cattle 
raising are among the richest: and the most favorable 
to be found anywhtre in the world. This is notably 
of Georgia. The soil is adapted.to the growth of 
the most nutrious grasses. ‘The mild and equable cli- 
mate reduces to a minimum the cost of winter hous- 
ing. All the cond:tions necessary to the economic 
production of high-grade beef cattle are abundantly

| _ Goethe on the Canal 


The canal opens next month. Perhaps the first in- 
teresting remarks about it were made by Goethe. Eck- 
ermann’s first reference to canal building is to the 
union of the Rhine with the Danube—a project of Eu- 
gene Napoleon, Duke of Leuchtenberg, that was to be 
realized in. the nineteenth century. “Charlemagne had 


the same plan,” said Goethe, “and even began the 
work, but it soon came to a standstill. The sand 
would not hold; the banks were always falling in on 
both sides.” 


This was Goethe's table talk in 1824. Three years 
later he was discussing Humboldt’'s project for a canal 
piercing Panama. It would be even better if use could 
be made ‘of some streams which flow into the Gulf 
of Mexico.” Listen to the enthusiastic poet: 

“I should wonder if the United States were to let 
an opportunity eScape of getting such a work into their 
own hands, 
with its. decided predilection to the west, will, in 
thirty or forty years, have occupied and peopled the 
large tract of land beyond the Rocky mountains. It 
may, furthermore, be foreseen that along the whole 
coast of the Pacific ocean, where nature has already 
formed the most capacious and secure harbors, impor- 
tant commercial towns will gradually arise, for the 
furtherance of a great intercourse between China and 
the Bast Indies and the United States. In such a case, 
it would not only be desirable, but almost necessary, 
that a more rapid communication should be maintained 
between the eastern and western shores of North 
America, both by merchant ships and men-of-war, 
than has hitherto been possbile with the tedious, dis- 
agreeable, and expensive voyage round Cape Horn.”

London’s Perennial Charm 
first thing that impressed me was the grayish 
[ tinge of smoke that was over everything ,a faint 
haze; and the next that, as a city, street for 
street and square for square, it was not s0 strident 
as New York, not nearly so harsh. The traffic was 
less noisy, the people were more thoughtful and con- 
siderate, the so-called rush, which characterizes New 
York, was less: foolish. There is something rowdyish 
and ill-mannered about the street life of New York. 
This is not true of London. It struck me as simple, 
sedate, thoughtful, and I could only conclude that it 
sprang from a less stirring atmosphere of opportunity. 
¥ fancy it is harder to get along in London. People 
do not change from one thing to another so much. The 
world there is more fixed ina pathetic routine, and peo- 
ple are more aware of their so-called “betters.” I hope 

not, but I felt it to be true. 

I do not believe that it is given to any writer wholly 
to suggest a city. The mind is like a voracious fish: 
it would like to eat up all the experiences and charac- 
teristics of a city or a nation, but this, unfortunately, 
is not possible. My own mind was busy pounding at 
the gates of fact, but all the while I was there I got 
only a little way. I remember being struck with the 
nature of St. James’ Park, which was near my hotel, 
the great column to the Duke of Marlborough, at the 
end of the street, the whirl of life in Trafalgar square 
and Piccadilly Circus, which were both very near. 

LONDON IS ALWAYS INTERESTING. 

An office I visited in a narrow street interested 
me, and the storm of cabs which whirled by all the 
corners of this region. It was described to me as the 
center of London, and I am quite sure it was, for clubs, 
theaters, hotels, smart shops and the like were all 
here. The heavy trading’ section was farther east, 
along the banks of the Thames, and between that and 
Regent street, where my little hotel was located, lay 
the financial section, sprawling about St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral and the Bank of England. One could go out of 
this great central world easily enough, but it was only, 
apparently, to get into minor centers. It was all de- 
cidedly pleasing, because it was new and strange, and 
because there was a world of civility prevailing which 
does not exist in America. 

The amazing metropolitan atmosphere in which I 
found myself satisfied me completely for the time be- 
ing. Life here was so complex and so extended that in 
days and days that involved visits—breakfasts, lunch- 
eons, dinners, supperS—with one personage and an- 
other, political, social, artistic, I was still busy snatch- 
ing glimpses of the great lake of life that spread on 
every hand. In so far as I could judge on so short a 
notice, London seemed to me to represent a mood—a 
uniform, aware, conservative state of being, neither 
brilliant nor gay anywhere, though interesting always. 
About Piccadilly Circus, Trafalgar square, Leicester 
square, Charing Cross and.the Strand I suppose the 
average Londoner would insist that London is very 
gay; but I could not see it. Certainly it was not gay 
as similar sections in New York are gay. 

DRAB ACCEPTANCE OF THE COMMONPLACE. 

It is not in the Londoner himself to be so.. He is 
solid, hard, phlegmatic, a little dreary, like a certain 
type of rain bird or northern loon, content to make the 
best of a rather dreary situation. On the other hand, 
I should not say that the city is depressing—far from 
it—though there are many who have told me they 
found it so. You have to represent a certain state of 
mind to be a Londoner, or a Britisher, even, a true 
one, and, on the whole, I think it is a more pleasant 
attitude than one finds in America, though not so 
brilliant. Creature comforts run high with this type 
of mind, and, after that, a certain happy acceptance of 
the commonplace. Nothing less than that could possi- 
bly explain the mile on mile of drab houses, of streets 
all alike, of doorways all alike, of chimneys all alike. 
That is what you feel all over England—a drab accept- 
ance of the commonplate; and yet, when all is said and 
dene, it works out into something so charming in its 
commonplaceness that it is almost irresistible. 

All the ‘while I was in London I was never tired of 
looking at these dreary streets and congratulating my- 
self that they composed so well. I do not wonder that 
Whistler found much to admire at Chelsea or that Tur- 
ner could paint water scenes. I could, too, if I were an 
artist. As it was, I could see Goldsmith and Lamb adn 
Gray and Dickens and much; of Suakespeare in all tnat 
I saw here. It must be the genius of the English peo- 
ple to be homy and simple, and yet charmingly idyllic 
in their’ very lack of imagination. It must be so.— 
Theodore Dresser in the Century Magazine. 


The Art of Letter Writing 


We are so often told that letter writing is a lost 
art that we are apt to forget the possibility that in 
the vast mass of correspondence that loads the mails 
there may be much at present unknown to any but the 
recipients that would well repay perusal. If the art is 
dead it certainly cannot have been long extinct. The 
letters of Robert Louis Stevenson, who died within 
twenty years, are as good as any work he ever did. 
They are luminous of delightfully piquant personality. 
He put the real Stevenson in them. To take a more lo- 
cal instance of good letter writing, we find the two 
volumes of Mrs. James G. Blaine’s correspondence full 
of portraits which haunt. They may not be wholly 
accurate, for he who was not entirely with her husband 
was against Mrs. Blaine; but the portraits aré deftly 
done. The descriptions of Arthur and Harrison seize 
upon enough of the men*to relieve them of the charge 
of caricature. The Grant letters, recently published, 
though they are not of high literary grade, lack not 
either point or pith. Grant put things down in the way 
in which they occurred to him, and as his was no com- 
mon mind his letters are not common. 

There are two points of view from which to con- 
sider letters. Letters may be valuable from their in- 
formation, as are those of Gouverneur Morris, De Witt 
Clinton, John Adams and John Quincy Adams, or they 
may charm by their style, as do those of Cowper. 

Unquestionably it is true that the mass of letter 
writers of today do not compose as carefully or with 
as much regard to style as did the corresponents of 
the era that went before the telegraph and telephone. 
Most letters are written on business, and brevity is 
speed. The modern newspaper has deprived the letter 
writer of much interesting padding similar to that 
which was at the disposal of his grandfather. He would 
be reproached for old news who should model himself 
on the great acknowledged masters of the letter writer's 
art. It is to be feared, too, as contemporary dress is 
slack compared with that of our fathers, a certain 
easiness of diction is preferred as comfortable by most 
writers. These purchase this ease for themelves at 
the risk of misunderstanding by their readers,—Boston 
Transcript.

PARIS, Sept. 15.—You will see much 
metal lace this year. Paris is delighted 
with it and uses it on new gowns. It 
is not strictly new. for all kinds of sil- 
ver and gold lace have been used for 
years, but the designs are new, and 
lame lace is a novelty that has not been 
attempted before. 

This word, which is divided into 
syllables, 
“e.” pronounced like a, means gold that 
has been flattened by a rolling mill, and 
the meaning gives you an exact idea of 
what the lace is. The metal thread is 
pressed out into a flat, shining band 
which is as supple as floss. The use of 
it on net does not make a stiff lace; all 
these new metal laces are flexible and 
soft, or they could not be used for ruf- 
fles as they are. 

This lame lace has a coarse, bold de- 
sign which makes no attempt to be ar- 
tistic, but aims only to be effective. The 
simplicity of the method delights the 
dressmakers, because they can get an 
admirable result with a minimum effort. 
A kind of darning stitch is used. The 
thread is carelessly run in and out of 
the net in a straight line or a scallop 
or a point. Lyons net is used for the 
foundation more often than any other 
kind. but there is a metal gauze on 
which the lame thread is used, and the 
effect is brilliant. Naturally, one can- 
not put much of it on a gown, but it is 
wonderful in a’ deep belt such as the 
new frocks have, or when passed around 
the figure under a transparent tulle 
evening gown. : 

The New Idea in Silver Lace. 

The novelty ‘which the dressmakers 
are using in silver lace has a foundation 
of Lyons net on which is embroidered a 
formal French pattern of open baskets 
and tiny flowers. The design is well 
known and is always ealled French. 
This comes in bands and _ flouncing. 
There are other kinds of silver lace 
which are more ornate and Oriental. ‘ 

Because of the success of the Persian 
play “Le Minaret,” there has come about 
the use of much metal gauze in the iri- 
descent tones of a dragon fly. On such 
a foundation is embroidered heavy de- 
signs in silver and gold. 

There is a distinctly new metal lace 
which is a coarse filet net of silver or 
gold with insertions of fioss embroidery 
made into large round open patterns 
that give the appearance of lace having 
been inserted in net. These are plenti- 
fully mixed with silver thread and 
sometimes outlined with a frame of sil- 
ver. This lace is especially good on 
velvet and satin dinner and restaurant 
gcwns. 

The heavy silver laces that were 
used last winter are on the new gowns, 
but in a different form. They are 
not dropped from the shoulder in broad 
hands to make short capes or wing ef- 
fects, and they are not used for trains. 
But if a woman owns such lace, she 
can easily make use of it this winter 
according to the new methods, 

There is a smart fashion shown at 
the openings this week which consists 
of putting a short panel over the back 
of the waist line, beginning -below the 
shoulder blades and ending about four 
inches below the belt. Often this 
panel hangs free of the belt; dgain it 
is held in by it. 

In evening gowns it is, of heavy sil- 
ver or gold lace, but the preference 
is given to remarkable pieces of bead- 
ing on net. If one likes these beads 
it is easy to put them in clusters on 
the silver or gold lace, for every one 
paints the lily in gowns today.

- Winter Cover Crops . 


HE fertility of most of our 
I southern lands has been so 
much exhausted from the 
constant planting of cotton and 
of the sun during summer months, 
being kept open to the hot rays 
unless the crops planter on these 
lands are rotated and something 
planted to add nitrogen and vege- 
table matter to the soil we will 
eventually kill the producing 
power of our soil to such an ex- 
tent that it can not possibly be 
made profitable. In fact thou- 
sands of acres are now cultivated 
that do not pay actual expenses. 
On-many farms a few of the best 
acres are paying a profit and 
many poor acres are being culti- 
yated at a loss and expense. 

With the methods and oppor- 
tunities we have to br‘ld up our 
lands rapidly and add a wonder- 
ful amount of fertilizer that na- 
ture has given us at practically 
no cost whatever we are offered a 
great opportunity to make our 
lands from two to four times as 
productive as they are at present. 
This can be done at a low cost 
and during the winter months 
when but few of our farms have 
anything at all growing on them. 
By the planting of crimson clover, 
vetch and peas, also: soy beans, 
we can build our lands to such 
a fertile stage that_we can make 
every acre profitable and. double 
the yield of every acre that can be 
planted next year by planting now 
this acre in crimson clover or 
vetch. It should be done during 
the» months of September and 
October. This Will not interfere 
with the present cotton crop that 
ig only partially harvested now growing on the land, or the corn that is 
gngathered in the field. While it is always best to thoroughly prepare 
any piece of land to receive seed, still where our crops have been so 
thoroughly cultivated as they have this year, both crimson clover and 
yetch will do well if planted broadcast between the growing cotton and 
ungattiered. corn rows now, and an ordinary cultivator or scooter and 
scrape run through the rows so as to cover the seed lightly and get 
them under the soil. A small tooth harrow of course would help per- 
fect this work very materially after the seed had been even put in 
with a cultivator or scooter and scrape, or even still better would be 
the method of freshening up between the. rows the land with a culti- 
yator or ordinary plow and then planting the seed and harrowing them 
in with a tooth harrow, not too’ deep. 

“A mixture of fifteen pounds of crimson clover, three. pounds of 
yetch ‘and two pounds of Canada field peas would make a wonderful 
growth and cover crop on any land, and an, abundance of grazing in the 
spring, also.a good hay crop in April or a heavy coating of vegetable mat- 
ter to. be turned under in April before planting corn er cotton. Or, to 
plant the crimson clover or vetch seed by themselves at a rate of 15 to 20 
pounds per acre will make a splendid carpet cover to gather nitrogen and 
feed the land throughout the entire winter.. This will keep the land from 
washing and is by far more pleasing to the eye while it is enriching your 
soil than-to see this land open and bare during the winter months when 
they could so easily be gathering from $20 to $30 worth of free nitrogen 
from the air and supplying it in the soil to make a heavy crop the follow- 
ing season. 

Tt is by far cheaper to do this than to buy great quantities of fer- 
tillzer and not get near so good a yield. But, any land treated in this way 
will stand an application of one-half ton of acid phosp\:ate broadcast or 
im the rows during the month of April when it is being turned under. 
This will help dissolve the cover crop and make the vegetable matter in 
it availble for plant food for next year’s growing crop ef corn and cot- 
ton. Lands that will be treated this way during the coming winter and 
planted to corn next year will make from fifty to one hundred bushels 
of corn per acre by the use of one-half ton of acid phosphate. They will 
also double in yield of cotton what they are this year and you will not 
have any trouble about the corn fir- , 
ing or. the cotton shedding during 
t drought.
